•long the ground, as though tt had a 
broken wing, until It baa led the ap. 
proaohlng man or dog far away from lt» 

sent or obleka. 

It 1* Idle to shut our eyes to the Ml 
that the power to deoelve has been bo 
•towed on man aa surely as the pow« 
to breathe. It Is idle to shut our *y« 
to the fset that all men and women, 
except Idiots, use that power—some 
wisely, some unwisely. It Is Idle to 
Imagine that the Creator gave us thn 
power without Intending that we eho 
use it, just as surely as He Inten 
that we should use our power to eat 
to drink. 

A wrong'Juse ofj aoy power brings 
barm—some times to the user, sometimes 
to others, usually to both. The wro“ 
use of the power to^eat Is working u 
measured harm to tboee who cram tb 
stomachs to repletion, Inducing In 
geetlon and ’tolue-devlls, ’ and sort 
barm to those who have to endure tl 
peevishness and unreasonableness 
duoed by the Indigestion. Yet no 
says ws must not eat. So long as 
power Is rightly used It contributes 
health and bapplnees of both the ea 
and those about him. 

Exactly so with each and every po 
bestowed upon us, ; and the power 
deoelve Is no exseptlon. Let us spec 
A physician has a critical case. All 
pends on the courage and oheerfuln 
of the patient. Therefore he ape 
none but oheerful worde, purposely 
deoelve the patient as to hie own vi 
of the case, and even denies that tips 
case Is critical, If the patient asks. He 
further admoDlehes^the family that t*. 
patient must not know aDy adversity of 
aDy sort happening among them. The 
fore, If elokneea oomee to any of thei 
the truth le kept etrlctiy away .from 
one In the .critical stage, by whatever 

deceit Is necessary. 

Again: A father rlsee in the morn 
too 111 to reasonably attend to b 
neee, but to let It be known wo 
give sl*rm aod wrong to his family, 
assumes a forced cheerfulness of voli 
manner and countenance, and goes feb 
business as usual, even If he has to 
his pbysiolan on the way or at a 
hour. 

Again: A woman le threatened wltfiph 
headache. It has already begun, 
door-bell rings. She meets a call 
friend, and assuming the glad smile _ 
tone of welcome, passes a plaasent 
quarter of an hour, and the beads 
nas gone, and her friend saved f 
wrong. Even If the headaend le made 
worse the friend Is not pained, and 
woman would oommendablj practise 
same deceit again. 

Again: A would-be persecutor of 
nocenoe Is, by an evasive answer, 
away from bis Intended vtetlm. A house¬ 
breaker, by a little bluff. Is soared out of 
his Intention. A drunkard, by a pu

Mies Day’# Keport 

Mtee Frances Day, general agent of 
the State Board of Children’s Guardians, 
to the annual report of that Institution 
calls attention to the laxity prevalent 
among overseers of the poor to investi¬ 
gating the legal eettlement of dependent 
children. Miss Day says: 

•• The great number of children com¬ 
mitted to the care of the board since Its 
organization, and the great number of 
children committed 6very year, has 
Inevitably led the board Into a line of 
work which was not contemplated at, 
the time of Its organization, yet It Is of 
great value to the children wboee cates 
we Investigate and of greater value to 
tbt municipalities and oountles of the 
State. The work consists of efforts to 
lnduoe or compel the relatives of appar¬ 
ently dependent oblldren to care for 
them within their own families. Much 
of thle work could be done by overeeere 
of the poor throughout the State if they 
would Uke the time to Investigate the 
family histories of children committed 
by them, or If tbey would fully realize 
that the provisions of the poor laws 
apply to dependent children as well ae 
to adults. I do not understand that 
children committed to our care are 
legally chargeable to the counties or 
muolotpalltlea from whtob they come 
unless tbey have acquired a legal 
settlement under the poor laws. A 
different notion seems to have taken 
hold of most of the overseers of the 
poor. They act under the false impres¬ 
sion that every dependent child Is a 
public obarge per ee, no matter what 
maybe Its legal eettlement, and eon- 
otnde that when they have committed a 
child so that It comoe within our power 
tbey have done their full duty. 

“Tbeee suggestions are made to no 
critical spirit. We appreciate t'ae baodl- 
caps, local and otherwise, under which 
overeeere work. At the same time. It 
should not be taken amiss If *re suggest 
that overseers devote their energies to 
Investigating the simpler cases, and 
that the servloes of the board and Its 
agents are always at tho disposal of 
publlo officials when tbe/.r efforts tend 
toward the interests of the children and 
toward the economical administration of 
their affaire relating to dependents.
